For the print three years the expenditure 


on account of tho militia has been the sub- 
ject of cloao peraliny, and its eipenscs have 
been cat down lo A very low point; and I 
do not Ihinl; tho efficiency of tho forco can 
lie increased 
without an increase in tho 


amount expended upon it. It has been tho 
policy in times past to rr.ako small appro- 
priation* annually, and at intervals to 
Ap- 


propriate largo aunis for specific purposes. 
I think a rcgnhr appropriation covering 
the entire expc-uditiiro for tho miiitii would 
be- preferable.
